DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3-5, 15-17, 2-24, 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hsieh. In regard to claims 1, 3 and 5, Hsieh discloses a writing 
instrument comprised of an elongated instrument body 20, a clip 12 having a pair of 
parallel rails, an upper end connected to the body and a lower end and a slidable 
member 1 1 connected with the rails and configured such that the member is movable 
upwardly and downwardly between the upper and lower ends of the clip, i.e., the ferrule 
1 1 is capable of being slid between the ends of the clip since it is disclosed that the clip 
upper end is slid into the ferrule upon assembly and slid out of the ferrule during 
disassembly (column 3, lines 1-14). In regard to claims 4 and 16, the rails are formed 
from metal wires (see the last line of column 2). In regard to claims 15 and 27, as 
discussed above, the slidable member is detachable from and reconnectible with the 
rails. In regard to claims 17 and 23, the rails are connected at the lower and of the clip. 
In regard to claims 22 and 26, the slidable member defines channels 1 14 configured to 
receive the rails. In regard to claim 24, the end of the rails are bent away from the body 
(at 122) as claimed.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-21 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 28-37 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/5/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicant contends that the Hsieh reference is no longer applicable 
against the claims in that member 30 is not slidable as claimed. However, member 1 1 
does disclose a slidable member as claimed, i.e., element 1 1 is "slidable" as claimed in 
that it is capable of moving upwardly and downwardly (at least to some degree) 
between the ends of the clip.

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE
